I've had rather astonishing success in getting my 511A back to working 
order. Although the case appeared undamaged, the unit looked like it 
had been dropped, judging by the deformed power supply mounting frame. 
I also suspect that it had been dropped in a river or left outside in 
wind and rain- the interior grime looked more like silt or mud than 
dust! This cleaned up for the most part, although I admit I hadn't the 
fortitude to try the spray-n-wash suggested by Stan Griffiths in his 
(highly recommended) book. 


My current problem is lack of a probe, and how to either obtain one at 
reasonable cost, or fabricate a replacement. I am also unclear from the 
photo in the manual whether the original probe had a ground connector, 
or whether one of the separate ground binding posts were used. I put 
the manual photo of the probe and the pertinent part of the schematic at

Well, any Tek 10X probe with a UHF connector should probably work fine 
on your 511A. I presume the 511A has an input impedance of 1 megohm, 
47 pF. 


In the probe, R77 is 9 megohms, and C30 around 470 pF, right? 


I've seen Tek probes from a little later, still with the metal case, 
but none that early. A P6000 (black plastic, blue cord) would be 
suitable vintage. The ubiquitous P6006 (all grey) would also be fine. 


I don't know if that original probe had resistive wire in the coax. 
That was one of Tek's probe patents, makes their probes work very 
fine. You might get better performance with a P6000 or P6006, since 
they have that feature. 


I saw some UHF P6000, P6006, and a metal one, at the last MIT flea for 
$3 each. Need some? Not fully accesorized. 


(P6006's come with BNC and UHF connectors. The BNC ones are much more 
popular.) 


Oh, yes, there would be a ground clip from the probe. As short as 


possible.

This should answer some the questions about the Multi Elmacs recently asked. 


The first Multi Elmac was the A-54 with 75, 20, 11, and 10 meter bands plus 
one aux band. Some made 160 the aux and others made it 40 as I did. I got 
help from several list members with parts and the coil stock for the 
conversion. The A-54 came in two models. The A-54 was for carbon mic and 
the A-54H for crystal/dynamic mic. The matching receiver was the PMR-6. 
Circa 1952-3. 


An improved model was released in late 1954 called the AF-67. This model 
had improved CW and covered 160 to 10 meters. A better receiver the PMR-7 
came along in 1955. Both the A-54 and AF-67 used the PS2V Power supply and 
you either got the 117V supply or built your own for the receivers. 


Late in the AF-67 series the M-1070 supply was introduced with supplies for 


both the AF-67 and PMR-7 plus an antenna relay. This made for a more 
complete mobile/fixed set up. 


The AF-68 came along about 4 years later and covered 80 to 6 meters rather 
than 160 to 10. Multi Elmac used a circuit they put in literature for the 
AF-67 to convert it to 6 meters. They made a marketing decision to drop 160 
as there was little of the band available in the USA in 1959 and 6 was hot! 


The PMR-8 and M-1080 power supply came along to match the AF-68. 


Multi Elmac wanted the gear to be called Multi Elmac not Elmac as most of us 
do...Just like Central Electronics attempt to call their gear multi-phase 
the name did not stick and its Elmac..... 


The question of the blue AF-67 probably can be answered in that they sold 
gear to CAP and other groups. You bought enough and you got a different 
color (blue rather that steel gray). We saw this with Collins (75A4 black, 
grey, or white..). Collins spelled it grey in DOD material... 


The Multi Elmac gear restores and palys well......... have fun!

I've just been chatting with a colleague in my department 


(Electrical Engineering, Vanderbilt Univ.) who is working on a project 
to fabricate monolithic tubes. That's right, guys and gals, 
integrated circuits based on electron flow in a vacuum. Maybe these 
sand-state guys are coming around to their senses after all. 


Here's the deal: They have figured out how to get "negative electron 
affinity" at room temperature (no heaters). "Negative electron 
affinity" means negative affinity for electrons, which means emission. 
The way they do it is to fabricate a very tiny, very pointy cathode 
and have it just a skosh or two (about 1 micron) away from a big flat 
plate surface. When you put a volt across the two, that gives you a 
field of about a million volts per meter (give or take) and the little 
pointy thing spontaneously spits out electrons. The plate, being 
flat, does not. The key was getting the little pointy thing to last 
for a while, since most cathodes tended to eat themselves up after a 
bit. The gimmick these guys have is that both the cathode and plate 
are made of thin-film diamond, which lasts forever or thereabouts. 
They have diodes working--forward voltage about a volt, piv at least 
200 v, and the currents can be whatever you want, ‘cuz you just use 
more pointy things in parallel. All of this is built into a trough 
that is evacuated and sealed with a glass cover. 


The presumed advantages (over sand) are (1) wholly temperature 
insensitive (hotter is in fact better), (2) de to light bandwidth (no 
carriers) and (3) hard as a rock to radiation (which the Brass Hats 
are interested in). 


What's that Bunkie, you ask, are there 3-terminal devices? Yes, but 
they are hot out of the methane burner and haven't been characterized 
yet. They make a kinda volcano around the pointy thing to vary the 
field in its vicinity, which modulates the emission. When they get up 
to a couple hundred watts at a GHz or so I'll let you know.

Subject: 75A4 - Hit by lightning?

My newly obtained 75A4 has some interesting problems, and I'm curious as to 
what might have caused them. Luckily, the radio will be in nice cosmetic 
shape once it's cleaned up. I doubt that it has been operated since the 
catastrophic incident I'm about to describe, so I'm going to re-cap it to 


be on the safe side. 
Now for the damage report: 


The audio transformer must have blown, because a newer (and larger) one was 
installed underneath the chassis. Fortunately, Surplus Sales of Nebraska 
still had a replacement in stock ($'s ulp!), so I'll be able to restore 
this to original. The non-stock transformer had really been squeezed in, 
requiring re-alignment of the paper caps around the audio output tube. A 
real mess. 


I'm curious as to whether this radio had been hit by lightning. If it was, 
I wonder if the jolt came through the AC cord, or the antenna jack. The 
insulator on the N panel connector has melted, and slid out of the jack 
into the chassis. The power cord appears charred and both of the .01 
ceramic disk capacitors have exploded violently where the power cord 
enters. Strangely, the fuse is not blown. There's also evidence of line of 
arcing where the top of the hinged cabinet seats against the lip on the 
back of the front panel. Two resistors are burned in half in the AVC stage, 
but I think this might have been caused by the failure of one of the .1 mf 
paper caps (the original had been replaced, and I'm thinking the new one 
has failed). There's also some evidence of arcing points on top of the 
cabinet, possibly to other equipment that was placed on top. As I mentioned 
in a previous post, all the bulbs are burned out. 


The 6DC6 had been replaced by a 6AU6, and the 5Y3GT was replaced by a 5Y4, 
but I'm thinking this happened before the big event. 


Outside of the melted N connector insulator, there doesn't seem to be any 
other damage to the front end (that I can see). 


My friend, Mike (NOWEIT) suggests that it could have been AC shorted to the 
cabinet by something that was placed on top, but I'm leaning toward 
lightning damage. Do any of you BA detectives, schooled in forensics, care 
to guess what happened to this 75A4? 


Regardless, I'm sure glad this is a nice robust tube rig and not filled 
with sand state devices.
